It was 
exceedingly well acted in all its parts, and went off with great spirit. 
Bishop’s medley overture is very pretty, and the music of the vision 
scene has been selected with good taste from Weber’s Oderon, and 
adapted by Mr. Stansbury. The petite comedie of The First of May 
followed the Drama, in which Mr. Abbott proved a sorry substitute 
for Mr. C. Kemble, as the royal lover. The Robber's Wife concluded 
tlie evening’s entertainments.

Orway’s Tragedy of Venice Preserved was performed at this 'Thea- 
tre last evening. Miss Phillips was the heroiue, and sustained the 
character with considerable talent, but she is certainly deficient in na- 
tural sensibility and pathos. She has either formed a just conception 
of her author hergelf, or has been well taught, and went through the 
part with great propriety ; but we could not discover one flash of ge- 
nius, nor one burst of strong feeling—all was artificial ; and recent 
circumstances have made us less inclined than ever to be satisfied with 
this style of acting. We should be unjust, however, did we not ac- 
knowledge that some of her scenes were cleverly acted and deservedly 
applauded. Mr. Young’s personation of the gay, bold-faced, con- 
spirator, Pierre, is too well known and appreciated to need our pane- 
gyric; he played the part as well as we ever saw him, and the ap- 
plause was commensurate with his merits. 

Mr. Wallack was the Jaffer, at.d we do not recollect to have seen 
the part so well acted for a long time. His scenes with Belvidera were 
full of tenderness and passion, and their parting interview was highty 
affecting. His defiance of the senators, when they threaten him with 
the rack, was delivered with great epirit, and the subsequent scene 
with Pierre was finely acted; here he depicted the contending passions 
which rend the sou! of Jaffer, with uncommon force and discrimina- 
tion; end when describing to Belvidera the usage he had endured from 
his friend Pierre; his agony at the remembrance of being called co- 
ward, was quite appalling. He was warmly and deservedly applauded 
throughout the entire performance. The Préuli of Mr. Aitken, and 
Mr. J. Vining’s Bedamar deserve favorable mention. After the Diver- 
tisement of ZheVintage, which followed the Tragedy, Mr. Buckstone’s 
new Farce called Snakes in the Grase, was performed for the third 
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time,and excited wore than an ordinary share of laughter and applause. 
There was an apology for Mrs.Jones, who was unable to perform, Mrs. 
Fawcett was her substitute, and acquitted herself with great propriety. 
The house was quite full at half-price. The Tragedy was announced 
for repetition on Thursday next. 

Avetput.—A new Burletta entitled TheBold Dragoons was brought 
out here last night.—It certainly Ait the taste of the audience, and was 
announced for repetition by J. Reeve with general applause. ,
